continuing, great power in the world of commerce or 
to speculate against the pound. 

This is the fashion of their reasoning: 

Faced with the present serious economic crisis, 
Britain now is attempting to discipline consumption of 
imports and to check the domestic price Inflation. And 
in this latter endeavour the government has succeeded 
in reducing it from 5.4 per cent in 1964, and 4 .d per 
cent in 1965, to a more respectable 3 per cent in tlje 
period of 1966 ending in May. The resistance continue*. 

“It is a remarkable fact” say* Mr. Douglas Jay, 
the president of the Board of Trade (which is equiva¬ 
lent to Canada’s minister of trade and commerce), 
that between 1900 and 1938 there was no Increase at 
all in the volume of United Kingdom export*. Never¬ 
theless between 1946 and 1965 our export* rose in 
volume by 150 per cent... As a result while in 1938 
our exports were paying for only two thirds of 
our viable imports, last year they paid for 95 per cent 
of them.” 

In spite of this success, Britain has not made quite 
enough progress to provide a comfortable working mar¬ 
gin of gold and foreign currency to meet all her inter¬ 
national undertakings and obligations without encoun¬ 
tering recurring crises. 

But now the government is mustering every device 
and resource to meet a threat, the gravity of which 
cannot be denied. And it seems to be the nature of the 
I**pie that only when they face disaster do they 
re|Uy begin to fight 

, The world watched and perhaps wondered how 
many days could be counted before the end after the 
retreat from Dunkirk. And the world was still wonder¬ 
ing five years later how she had managed to continue 
to fight on half a dozen major fronts around the world 
and still stand victorious. 

The cost of victory in two great wars was, of 
course, a heavy drain on Britain’s economy. But it did 
stimulate the nation to the effort that rewlted in that 
tremendous increase in export trade after the war. 

In the similar crisis the British face today their

California. 

Some similarities are remarkable. 

California, the fastest growing state, has about 
a tenth of the population of the United States, which 
Incidentally Is approximately ten times that of 
Canada. British Columbia, the fastest growing pro¬ 
vince, has only a little less than a tenth of Canada's 
population. Hie people of California are increasing by 
about 1,500 a day; those of British Columbia, a* esti¬ 
mated by the DBS for the five-year period, by about 
130 a day, which is not far out of proportion. And in the 
Golden State, as in the Dynamic Province, the great 
concentration of residents is in the coastal metropolitan 
areas. 

There are differences, certainly. British Columbia 
is not apt ever to have the watersupply difficulties of 
California, nor has it the climatic condition that ren¬ 
der some California areas especially vulnerable to air 
pollution. 

But it is not too early to discern that the province 
could have a lower mainland Lot Angeles extending 
from Vancouver’s North Shore to the border and far 
up the Fraser Valley, nor that portion uf Vancouver 
Island and, farther in the future, other parts of British 
Columbia could be similarly built up. 

The California of Canada already Is profiting In 
its planning from the efforts of its giant southern coun¬ 
terpart to solve the immense problems it faces. As the 
province readies toward new population goals, the 
state’s trials and successes and errors will continue to 
be a guide on the upward path.

When a xehicle is within an inten?ectipn and 
I he driver of the vehicle intends to turn it to the 
left, he shail yield the riRht-of-way to traffic that is 
approaching from the opposite direction and U with¬ 
in the intersection or so close that it constitutes an 
immediate hazard, but, having yielded and given a 
signal as required by sections 161 and 162, the 
driver may turn the vehicle to the left, and traffic 
approaching the intersection from the opposite di¬ 
rection shall yield the right-of-way to the vehicle 
making the left turn. 

Comment 

Car must yield lo traffic that is within the in¬ 
tersection or so close that it constitutes an im¬ 
mediate hazard before pommencing a left turn. 

When a driver Ls attempting a left turn crossing 
more than one lane of oncoming traffic, additional 
caution should be exercised. If centre lane traffic 
has stopped to permit the driver to turn left, he 
should make quite sure that the other lane (s) are 
also safe to cross before completing the turn. Ap¬ 
proaching curb lane vehicles may find It difficult 
to see the vehicle turning left owing to the presence 
of other vehicles in the centre lane.

The timber used by the 
company was bought in the 
past from E and N railway 
But the railway company has 
announced Paclfir Logging, a 
section of Canadian Pacific 
Railway.- will take off the logs 
In future. 


Peter Stone, one of the 
owners. said "as a goute 
concern thp company is worth 
12.000.000. But its all a matter 
of supply and demand, and 
the timber supply keep* the 
null going." 

Milkrest has a gloomy 

future. 

Said Mr Stone: "Pacific 
Logging is the only company 
without a mill of its own, and 
so far they have not indicated 
any intention of buying our 
mill." 


The owners are concerned 
about more than, their invest¬ 
ment. 

"There Is also a social 
problem.’* said Mr. Stone 


"There are .100 men going 
somewhere else." 

The employees of Hillcrest 
live in separate areas in the 
camp, aecoctkng to race. 


The Chinese live in a 
Chinese section, the Hast 
Indians live in an "F.ast 
Indian village.” and whites 
have a bunkhouse system. 

"We have 50 F.ast Indians 
working for us," said Mr. 
Stone. 

Hillcrest was founded by the 
late Carlton Stone in 1917. 
Today, it is one of the few 
privately-owned coait saw- 
mills. 

In August 1941. the mill 
moved from Sahriam to Me¬ 
sa chie Lake.

In the camp ara several 
employee-owned homes and a 
rustic church 

Fire protection for the 
sawmill is provided by a mill 
sprinkler system serviced by 
an independent water tank, 
and the village has its own 
fire department composed of 
company employees.

Hie hand mill handies logs 
2$ inches *and larger in 
diameter. The installation of a 
fully automatic sunner four 
hunk steel carriage has re¬ 
duced the Initial working 
operation to one man, toe 
sawyer. He loads, operates and 
makes his cuts with a 10 -foot 
sunner band saw. 

The saw runs at a speed of 
10,000 feet per minute. 

The band mill produces 
slightly less then 40,000,000 
board feet annually. 


The mill is equipped with its 
own power plant which uti¬ 
lize* all the waste sawdust, 
shavings, and bark, to pro¬ 
duce steam for Its seven 
boilers.

These Brides Scarce 


By .>1. V. CHESNLT 

MOURNING BRIDE (E.E.J., Dun¬ 
can)—The almost-black maroon flower 
you are seeking, with prominent pin¬ 
cushion-like stamens, is probably a 
special variety of the annual Scabioaa 
known as Mourning Bride because of 
its sombre color. Seeds of Scabioea are 
available from any seedsman, but they 
are almost always sold In mixed colors 
and you would have to take a chance 
on getting a few plants in the very 
dark Bhades among the more common 
blues, whites and mauves. 

The Scabiosas are quick and easy 
annual flowers to grow from a spring 
sowing, and they make exceptionally 
good cut flowers, lasting up to 10 days 
in water. 

* * * 

CHICKWEED CONTROL (S.G.O’G., 
Saanichtanl—It la true I recommended 
Crab Grass Killer to eradicate chick- 
weed from the lawn, but that was four 
years ago and there have been a lot 
of changes and advances ilnee then. In 
those days the principal Ingredient in 
Crab Grass Killer was potassium cya- 
nate, which also packs a knock-out 
punch for chickweed. The modern Crab 
Grass Killer is made with entirely dif¬ 


ferent chemicals, highly effective 
against crab grass but useless against 
chickweed. 

Fortunately, there is a new chemical 
called Silvex or MCPP which is doing 
a grand job against chickweed, ground 
ivy, yellow suckling clover and other 
hard-to-kill weeds without injury to the 
lawn grasses. It is sold as a mixture 
with ordinary 2,4-D under such names 
as Killex, Compitox, and Cover and 
Chickweed Killer. 

★ * ★ 

HE.N8 AND CHICKENS (T.L., Vic¬ 
toria)—The Sempervivums—the quaint 
"Hens and Chickens"—are just about 
the easiest of all plants to multiply. All 
the common kinds produce offsets 
freely, and these can be used to increase 
your number of plants. 

If you look closely, you'll see that 
each mother "hen"—the main roaette 
of leaves—has clustered around her a 
number of tiny “chicks." each one 
attached to the parent by a wiry stem. 
Detach a few of these baby rosettes 
from their mother and simply ait them 
on the ground where you want them to 
grow. Push a few toothpicks into the 
ground around each one to keep it 
from wobbling or blowing away, and 
in no time at all your tiny plant will 


take root arvd grow. By this time next 
year she’ll be mothering a batch of 
chicks of her own. 

At one time, country folk would en¬ 
courage this plant to grow on th» 
thatched roof of the dwelling in the be¬ 
lief that it would ward off lightning. The 
leaves, too, were boiled and used in the 
treatment of earache. 

* * * 

SEEDLING GERANIUMS (R.W., 
View Royali—Geranium plants grown 
from seeds instead of slips are 
notoriously slow in coming into bloom; 
it is quite a common thing for them ID 
hang fire for 18 months or more before 
producing flowers. 

There are a few things you can do to 
help si>ced them up. Grow them in a. 
rather poor, gritty soil made very firm 
around the roots. Make a point of keep¬ 
ing them just a little on the dry side, 
for too much water makes for a fat 
and lazy plant. Snip off the tip to en¬ 
courage branching. 

There is a fertilizer called Sturdy 
put out by the Blue Whale people which 
contains no nitrogen at all and this, 
applied in water and in moderation, 
tends to keep the plants short and stocky 
and to bring them into bloom early In 
life.

Said Mr. Stone: “Pacific 
logging is the only company 
without a mill of its own. and 
so far they have not indicated 
any intention of buying our 
mill."

BUSTED, BY GOSH! 


In the current Graphic Aria 
display, free to the public view 
at Uric’s Henderson Library, Vic- 
torians hare a rare chance to in¬ 
spect the province’s two oldest 
printing presses. It is due mainly 
to B.C.’s centennial year that, 
for the first time in more than 
100 years , these pioneer pr esses 
are for a brief few weeks, side 
by side under the same roof. 


When the printing exhibit, at Univer- 
rity of Victoria, closes Aug. 19, one goes 
back to the government printing plant on 
Superior Street, the other returns to the 
museum at St. Ann's Academy. 

Both are Columbia-type, flat bed jobs, 
and both came round the Horn. One was 
made in England and shipped out here 
in 1860 to the Royal Engineers at New 
Westminster. Later, with the union of the 
colonies (and Victoria the joint seat of 
government) it came here to form the 
basis erf today's modern government print¬ 
ing plant

Nearly everyone has a fav- 
orite tree that they remember for 
some reason or other during their 
lifetime. It may be the old appM 
or cherry tree in the family 
orchard hack home , a stately fir , 
or a scraggy oak that teas fun to 
climb and to build tree houses in 
token they tcere very young , the 
arbutus that they carved their 
initials in as a teenager, the weep¬ 
ing willow at the bottom of the 
garden,, or perhaps a fine old 
maple tree to sit and meditate 
under ns they grow older . 

The huge maple tree that atood for so 
many years on a grassy island smack in 
the centre of a bend, appropriately named 
Maple Bend, on Gorge Road, was the 
favorite of many a youngster who grew up 
In the west* Gorge area ot Victoria. They 
loved that old tree, and they miss it

mm of strong principle who preferred jaH to 
backing down. Others, like Sam Robb of the 
Vancouver World carried public service to the 
extreme Wlwn reporter Sam appeared a t the 
scene of a murder, he started his own private 
investigation, often pocketing a few clues in 
advance of the police; 

Libel actions were so commonplace that 
•dttor* almost got in line for a courthouse 
hearing Some were bold enough to face double 
Jeopardy; a couple or more at the same time. 

Whet did they say?. Well Sargtson <4 the 
Oriorwst once remarked in an editorial; "Mayor 
Grant of Victoria is keeping the auditors at arms 
length while his crooked friend, the city 
treasurer makes his successful getaway to 
Seattle.” This in 18#T was called city hall 
reiwrting in objective veto. 

But there was whimsy too. especially In the 
outback press. Take this social note from the 
Bulkley Pioneer: “It is, rumored that the 
engagement is announced of Dutch dine, the 
wedding to take place as soon as the Hudson's 
Bay gets its fall supply of blankets and provisions 
In." 

It was also the editor of the pioneer who, 
apologizing for the non-appearance of the paper, 
reported that a couple of bear cubs had got into 
the composing room and pied the type. The 
composing room was a tent. 

Master of the whimsical branch of reporting 
was undoubtedly Robert T. (Bob)' Lowery, a 
seriln* from Petrolia, Ont. who ran a succession 
of mining camp newspapers in the Kootcnays. In 
harmony with the mineral interests of his readers 
his i>a|x*itr wo,re invariably styled the Ledge, the 
Claim or the Float, and appeared In places like 
Now Denver, Kaslo, Nelson, Femie, Greenwood 
and even Vancouver. 

Occasionally he was assisted In the composing 
room by tramp printer J. Peck McSwain, whose 
sudden arrival and departure (by passsing 
freight I was invariably linked with periodical 


Rose Phillips and Harry Rogers were no 
exception. In faot they both thought so much of 
the old marie tree that long after they had 
married each other and moved to California with 
their grown-up family and grandchildren, they 
sent back lor a piece of the old maple to keep in 
their home at 4130 Eagle Street in San Diego, and 
once in a while to bring back with them on a visit 
to Victoria. 

The way they got- it is quite a story. By this 
time the old maple tree probably was more than 
200 years old, maybe more, and a sorry sight It 
was too Strong winds and old age combined had 
caused the old tree to split, dry rat had begun to 
set in, two or three large limbs had already fallen 
off, and Indeed the whole tree was in grave 
danger of falling down, « 

Harry Rogers knew all this, and It saddened 
him especially, because he knew how much that 
old maple tree meant to his wife Rose. 

Every time she came back on a visit to 
Victoria she would look longingly at the old tree, 
then turn to him and say: “Oh Harry, I simply 
must take a piece of that old tree home with me 
soon before It is completely gone." Vet somehow 
tlwy never seemed to get around to it before It 
came time to leave again. 

Harry knew that Rose had been thinking of 
those days gone by, when as a child she loved to 
take off her shoes and run barefoot through the 
crackling brown leaves that had fallen from the 
old maple tree during the autumn season, or how 
she always loved to sit under its cool shade and 
rest awhile with her parcels on a hot summer day 
on her way home to Inlet Avenue, after a 
shopping trip to the corner store and post office. 

Whenever a girl friend left to return home, 
Rose's mother would always say: "You can walk

bouts with toe hnafle. Bob Lowery often pushed 
him into print in Hems like: 

"Mark Twain wm recently mistakes In 
London for Buffalo Bill; Peck McSwain was 
sin recently mistakes for s temperance 
lecturer.” 

On another occasion he gave the tonguc-in- 
eherk report: "Peck McSwain fell info a cellar 
and is recovering from his little drop.” 

Reporting Dominion Day festivities in Green¬ 
wood, Lowery once made it clear "no fighting 
whisky is sold in Greenwood, so no one got killed, 
robbed, shot to pieces or arrested over the 
weekend.” 

And who but Lowery would have the wit or 
wisdom, or the time, to write this for a town 
news item: 

“Pete, the pleaalug, plundering pup, which 
for many moons han chewed ancient, tough 
and discarded steaks around this print shop. 

Is no more. While engaged In a fight with 
another ranine on the road to Mother Lode, 
the stage ran Over Mm and be passed in his 
checks with Ms face to the foe. Pete wasn’t 
mirk to look at: Just a common mixture of 
town dog but he knew no fear. He would fight 
anything from a cat to an elephant and this 
passion canaed Ills death. An far as could be 
learned Pete was an orphan and bad ao 
relatives in the city." 

It was by strange parallel that Lowery the 
.Agnostic often wrote in the same mood as his 
fellow unbeliever. Sam Clemens, a vein that was 
by turn satirical or cynical, but always humorous. 
Once, in referring to Kaslo's unprecedented 
mining boom he remarked: "Prosperity was so 
thick that saloon keepers threw away their keys 
and several hoboes died from gluttony." 

He ran the Lardeau Claim, as he put it "until 
the press of creditors threatened to take the door 
off its hinges." which was maybe the reason he 
brought out die last edition on brown wrapping 
paperl 


as far as the maple tree with her. dear, but no 
farther." 

The old maple meant a lot to Harry too. For 
after he met Rose and they began courting, they 
would ride toe streetcar home to the Gorge 
terminus, after a date downtown, then Harry 
would walk Rose home as far as the maple tree, 
kiss her goodnight there, then run as hard as he 
could back to catch the last streetcar home again. 

Thus sitting and reminiscing one day. a tew 
years ago at his home in San Diego. Harry 
suddenly had a brain wave. He and Rose were 
soon due to be Installed as Roval Pan-on e"d 
Royal Matron, respectively, of their lodge. The 
Order of the Amaranth, which is a Masonic 
affiliation, and some friends of theirs were going 
back to Victoria soon on a vacation. 

Why no* get them to bring back a piece of the 
old maple tree with them, and Harry, who had 
always been pretty good at making things, could 
make Rose a gavel and sounding board out of the 
wood as an installation present. 

Without further delay Harry sat down and 
wrote a letter to Rose's youngest brother. H. P. 
Phillips of Victoria, asking him to somehow get 
him a piece off the old mnole tree, explaining 
that his friends would be calling for it soon, and 
why he wanted it. 

Upon receiving the letter. Mr. Phillips agreed 
that his brother-in-law certainly had a great idea, 
but wondered how he was to go about gel tin" a 
limb off the tree. After all, you don't just climb 
up a tree in the middle of a public highway in 
broad daylight and saw a limb off it. He even 
pondered the idea of going to the department of 
public works and explaining- to them -what he

Traces Press History 

When, Inter, his Kaslo Claim folded (after a 
brief existence of 16 weeks) he had a real field 
day with the last edition. Half the ads were 
ujislde down, some were sideways, and the front 
page (see illustration) was almost a collector s 
Item. 

After that he ran a paper in Femie and in the 
only copy I have been able to find, my eye cauglk 
this item: "Fred Fork, our mayor, wliom I met 
on the street today, is getting to look more and 
more like a tub of lard." Unmistakably Lowery. 

After that he started Lowery's Claim in Newu 
Denver, later moved it to Vancouver, then back 
to Nelson. Which was about the time this Don 
Quixote of the mineral belt, started tilting at the 
church. Somehow, however, It got a bit much, 
which also meant that it got a bit tiresome. 
Eventually the clergy represented their views to 
Ottawa and in 1906 the postmaster general 
lowered the boom on Robert Lowery, and forbade 
him the malls. 

Perhaps you’ll be reminded of these past 
Journalistic capers as you scan our literary past 
In the McPherson Library. For if you are like me 
the little old Barkerville press isn't so much old 
iron. Shut your eyes and you hear the squeal of 
both the fiddles and the hurdies next door in 
Barry and Adler's saloon, the thumping steps of 
dancing miners. You'll hear the sighs and grunts 
of tired men, as they backpack this press 
piecemeal into Barkerville, and the shouts as, 
they packed K out in greater hurry, when flames 
licked at the printsbop the day Barkerville burned 
down. 

This being Centennial Year, the year for 
flashbacks, we are indebted to the McPherson 
Library staff for the display, as well as, the 
assistance and advice of archivist Willard 
Ireland, the Sisters of St. Ann, and the publishers 
of both Victoria papers. 
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Oil Aug. 11 a west coast porl-of-call will «lie officially. On that date the Clo-oose 
post office will be closed and the last remaining survivors of a once busy colony dat¬ 
ing hack into the 19th century will watch the Tahsis Prince make her final call at Clo- 
oose, the last in a long service of weekly and every-10-day stops by the ships Oiiccn 
City, Tees, Princess Norah, Princess Ma({uinna,Prince8sof Alberni and the present one. 


CLO-OOSE: 


ONCE A FLOURISHING CENTRE 
IT IS NOW BEING ABANDONED

In due course cartographers in 
Washington and Ottawa u>ill be 
notified to drop the curious Go¬ 
odie (meaning , **Stop to Camp**) 
from up-to-date maps, postal

authorities scill reroute mail and 
an old polling division will be 
deleted from the register. Read¬ 
ing this , many a retired pioneer 
and their families will remember 
the days when they tried to tame 
the wilderness and fought the 
sea at Go-ooie. 

It is a remarkable example of the 
patience and courage of those about to 
depart and those before them that this 
ocean mail and supplies stop has contin¬ 
ued so far into the 20th cehtury. 

Beginning with the sometimes irregu¬ 
lar sendee of the vessel Queen City about 
3900 the mail deliveries have been main¬ 
tained without interruptions since then, 
excepting the times when, in the winter, 
the CPR vessels and the latter-day North¬ 
land Navigation’s Tahsis Prince were un¬ 
able to anchor off Clo-oose because of 
heavy storm seas or due to the Inability 
of residents to launch their dugout canoes 
from the Pitcairn-iike settlement's steep 
beach. 

From time to time even the ship, were 
exposed to considerable danger u a gesture of 
com [Mission for the boatmen. A pier or slip was 
~ not feasible owing to the movement at sand under 
the action of the sea and because of the activity 
a of large drift logs m the grasp of Pacific breakers 
in autumn and winter. 

So the hardy people living in the vie kilty had 
to drag the long, slender dugouts over the logs 
and sands regularly in response to a steamer’s 
whistle. The long haul back to the boathouse waa 
a veritable proof of the strength of these men. 

Sometimes, and often ki recent years as die 
population dwindled to pmoticaly nothing, the 
womenfolk were obliged to help. Usually eight 
men were required to lift a 20 -foot dugout. A 
winch was once used but impeding logs always 
made it necessary to lift the heavy boats over 
them. The ships often arrived at night. The ordeal 
was accepted as another in the long Mat at 
hardships. 

For example, all the food supplies and other 
necessities of life were either carried on the 
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shoulders or pushed to their destinations on 
barrows as the board walks were not broad 
enough for vehicles. Whim It is apjireciafed that 
the journey to the homes was often more than 
two miles the chore assumed the aspect of a 
hardship. 

An intortvphon in steamer service because of 
storm activity was a regular iihenomenon and up 
to two months in duration. At such times many 
residents even ran out of flour and sugar. 

Although a logging road leading to Port 
Alberni reached the northern end of the adjacent 
Nitinat Lake in 1956 some of the remaining 
residents at Clo-oose continued to obtain their 
supplies in the traditional manner. The Nitinat is 
nearly 14 mles long and Clo-oose lies about three 
miles beyond it and is linked with the lake by a 
muddy path through the forest. 

The scene that confronts die weary gaze of 
toe stranger when they raw*) the old Indian 
settlement of Omasa* after their trying hike over 
the above-mentioned trail is a natural reward. 
There are few vista* equalling It on the weal 
coast. 

Directly below the high termination point of 
the trail is the abandoned village of several 
we.ilhenwm dwellings AH around them the luah 
salmon berry grows thickly. The houses foce 
southeastward as if in readiness for the furies of 
Eurus which lash them from October to April. 
The long length of the Olympic Peninsula running 
to its tip a* Ob pe Flattery ie usually clenrty 
visible between sea and sky. tapering away kito 
the distance. The broad Pacific spreads before 
the tired visitor and several miles of the rugged 
coast of Vancouver Island unfolds down towards 
the wide Straita of Juan de Fuca. 

Acroaa the bay horn Qo-oose breakers 
usually cascade in a stately rhythm over a lenpgh 
of reef off a long crescent beach. A lover of «*• 
province and the ocean is usually touched by 
emotion or a sense at Immensity. 

Am one descends into the derelict settlement 
and passes along the trail leading to the long 
beach acroaa the Chockeet River they see the 
components of a natural park. In late spring and 
summer the vivid greens of the new growth are 
striking and one may pause to appreciate the 
glowing green of a saknonberry hush in a shaft of 
sunlight in the mysterious forest. 

Along the ahore die lighting effects at clouds, 
•ea. beach and river seem to give the infinitely 
varied greens the strong light they need. 

Violet-green swsdlows trace arabesques over 
the deserted village and American goldfinches 
and cow birds dart hither and yon in the bushes. 
Up until the mid 1940* sheep were kept here by 
the Indians and a very different scene greeted 
foe travellers' eye. Then foe settlement stood in 
a roiling pasture of lawn above wtiidh swayed 


mnuve, pink and white foagloves in the July 
breezes The sounds of bleating sheep, their 
rattling bells and the thud of aches oh new M-dar 
dugouts rode the summer airs. 

After the visitor has skirted along the Mai 
river an the rickety cedar-shake walk »nd rrosaed 
a surprisingly well-made suspension bridge, he 
passes into a new forest of spruce, hemlock and 
nldcT and proceeds along cool paths hardened by 
the feet of geneimttona and bordered by deep, 
moist mooses. 

Reminiscent of paths in Stanley Park in th# 
rid dajs one notices, however, the nearbf 
grumble of wave breaking <o sand am! the 
moaning of a whistle buoy offshore and -1 wtiy 
one arrives on the superb beach which were It 
cleared of logs, would b* twice aa wide ns it now 
is. 

The (Timings and goings of the sea broaden ft 
twice daily. Again the American rot. j time ia 
visible in the dstance and the drying rrif 
protects part of the glorious beach from wave 
action. A vast kelp bed is exposed bohtod i ad 
low water. 

On a brilliant day or on one after a rain and 
if the breakers are sending a mist over the foore 
those who have travelled widely are subtly 
reminded of the islands and other far flares 
arras* the Pacific. II no hereze prevails the ah- Is 
UMiallv humid and laden w*fo foe srent* of foa 

and with foe spire of wild briar rose and wild 
strawberries so reminiscent of leis of frangipani 
and tiare. 

As a sense at tranquility and the store at 
memories steal over the visitors they may 
acknowledge foe sedative effects of such an 
environment and a certain knowledge at why 
people remained amidst such ksotnlfon and 
nfffered privation* is evident. 

Along the paths homes in various stages of 
decomposition are still visible and the thtxigtSs 
may conjecture about a hardier breed of men 
whose descendants are probably far away ki 
suburbia or on the highways of die world. 

Occasionally one of these children at fos 
pioneers will return for a last thoughtful look at 
the remnants of the old tiomestead and the scene* 
of childhood and memories of those day* Irva 
again in foelr Imagination 

These visitors are usually midtfle-nged now 
because their parents usually came here during 
the iwriod of colonization in 1912-15 

TTiose were busy day* for Clo-noae It* 
Lummy Bay Packing Co ran a fish cannery ** 
the nearby Nitinat Narrow* during the war and 
for a few years afterwards. The Weal Coast 
Development Co had subdivided three or four 
section* in the vicinity into lots and they ran •

Many witter*, however, through necessity of 
Caution. tank log or shake houses and there were 
even several of them along the shore* of Nitinat 
Lake 

Some places were built with beach-com tied 
kjmlier r.nd a few handy sapling*. 

There was also the familiar rivalry for 
beachtrotoUge and many potential settlers wlio 
bought th-ir lids toi Calgary and Winnipeg and 
Who thought they had ocean-view property found 


It to be down lie hind a sand ridge, mu* to their 
•onxtcmnlion. 

However, the line* were not altered and the 
flnceuii mV* still grumble or gloat over their plot* 
of ground. *omotines visiting the area to see if 
(he plots can be located. The wilderness has 
Obliterated neorly all clearings and jay* acoid 
Aarixively at the stranger* from the new growth. 
Fence* fell and surveyors peg* rotted over the 
Intervening year*. 

Those day* saw everything from antiques to 
•ow* coming off the *hip*. A player piano and 
grandfather clork were delivered and a grand 
piano stood in a potlatch house One of George 
HI'* waistcoats and a door from Ann Hathaway s 
home were amongst tow assortment of intereat- 
kig heirlooms displayed in on# house 

Great times were had at community dance*: 
beer came hy the barrel: fiddle* and accordion* 
Were the usual accompaniment but sometimes 
Flctrolas blared Prince's Band, Old Suzanna and 
tor like. At one point a soprano conducted a 
recital at the Bungalow Inn to the untoward 
ttocumpanimcnt of howling dogs which could not 
be flushed from beneath the budding. 

The Indian* meanwhile had social affairs of a 
toontiatotai’ kind, usually masked dances, infla¬ 
tory (wftivals and rites de passage and, in "the 
eummertime. on the bench before their seltle- 
jnent ami Around a druidic bonfire. Curious 
white*, would stand stealthily behind the curtain* 
at the village store to watch the last throes of a 
dying culture The fares of the Nitinahts were 
usually painted with stripes, often black and red 
ones, and a sheep or two and numerous salmcai 
baked over adjacent fires. 

In June. July and August droves of «msfl 
(Miing vessel* filled the harbor and rose and fell 
gently on Pacific swells while the proprietress of 
tow village store stacked her American silver 
dollars in impressive columns. As liquor ran out 
nf stock quickly a patent medicine named Payml 
was added to the already Impressive array of 
tonic* an»l medicines. It was extremely popular 


an! everyone who experimented with it com- 
mooted cnthuMuMitaliy on its pleasant afier- 
eftects. it was later found to lie 90 per cent 
Imurtion 

People of that era very often had strong and 
colorful character, inner-directednoss rather than 
other dircctedness being estcejned by tlx* 
denizen* of the empire-building age Clo-oose had 
its shan- of these. So much so that Somerset 
Maugham- would jirohahly have considered it 
wuMh has while to sjxvtd a few weeks in the 
Vicinity 

There were a* least two German Harry*, a 
Sadie Thompson and several other unique 
personalities contributing to the human drama. 
Such environments devek>p characterwlics in the 
personality which in the urban environment would 
be stifled by the monotonous jiattem of good 
behavior. 

During the 1914-18 war .11 men went overseas 
from here and 11 were killed in action. The 
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salmon fisheries were seriously depleted during 
the period and the cannery cloned in 1921. 

Because of these changes and k>ss *s and 
because of the poor quality of the soil many 
families moved away. Many of them found the 
moons of obtaining supplies and equipment much 
too .strenuous and uncertain, doming in for a 
holiday, they often worked harder than they ever 
dreamed they were capable. 

Th# CNR had discontinued It* grade long 
before It ever reached the Nitinat. far less the 
distant coastal settlement At tills point most of 
those who hod pre-emupons saw the hand of fat# 
was against them and they gradually decamped 
leaving oflen large house* and considerable 
clearings. 

However, a few stole families persisted, most 
of them trappers, fishermen, linesmen, and 
missionaries many of whom had been in the area 
since the 80s nnd '90s These fieopk* were hardy 
and dour and they viewed the development 
company's plans with scepticism bom of 
experience. 

During the 1920s a logging operation had a 
brief life jus* « another operation named Deacon 
ami Beauchene had had during the war Other 
sources of Income came from salmon fishing, 
Irap/hng. government jobs, and some handicrafts. 
Some trappers did quite well on the sale of 
raccoon skins 

During the 1910s moat of these people 
suffered terrihly as these sources of income were 
not remunerative and the supi«lies of game wore 
not always adequate. Salmon were only available 
in season and 300 Indian* were dependent on the 
same larder Even the trail maintenance 
allotment dwindled to nothing and some of the 
less fortunate fishermen were com up I led to work 
on the board walks for their radons of beans, 
milk, sugar and tew. 

Few of my readers may realise how grim and 
painful it must have been to pock or drag 
stringers from the huah, cut down cedar tree* 


with axe, saw them into sections with a Swedish 
saw and split them up into shakes on a meagre 
diet. 

The only consoling thought must have lie n 
that much of the nation was suffering similarly, 
although most of it could not have lx?on sufferjig 
the same physical hardships. To make matter* 
worse the local school was closed in 1935 as there 
were, not enough students to satisfy government 
stipulations for the retention of a feaclier. 

Throughout the tourist seasons in this decade 
shiploads of passengers on the Maquinna and tiie 
Nora watched intonily from the/high d’eks a* 
large, beautifully formed and finish>*d cedar 
canoes were rowed across the heaving sea to the 
tide of the rolling ships where, to the faintly 
audible click and hum of cameras and 
exclamations, the cargo for the settlement u s 
deftly transferred from the ship's hold Into the 
narrow eonfines of the expertly handled dugouts. 

Those who had to debark at this point did not 
always accomplish the task facing them with the 
timing and grace rewarded with api>laus.-’ from 
the bridge deck. The suppressed mirth was 
considerable when an awkward roll of the ship 
anrl an unexpected toss of the walling canoe 
ended in exaggerated graspincs and an untoward 
posture on the bottom of the delicately lialarced 
craft. 

During these activities the ship was boarded 
by numerous Indians hungry for chocolate bar*, 
comic books and perhips concealing souvenirs for 
the tourists beneath *' 'r -acliets. Tv* loun®« .-•M 
bridge deck then took on the air of a entose ship 
In Mexican or Chinese **' rs. 

For many years the CPR did not permit the 
Indians above decks and even those who travelled 
oa the ir vessels h*d to stay in the hold among the 
cargo. In the very early days H was nr* possible 
to let them above for hygienic reasons because 
they suffered from various skin diseases, bore 
lice in their hair and the cMerly were reported to 
have no garment on beneath their blankets. 

In 1936 Sorensen and Baird began logging 
operations at the northern end of N'tfirau Lake 
and some of the men secured jobs there. Others 
were todifferent about the opportunity, having 
grown accustomed to tilings TTils camp closed in 
1914. By that time the wliite families al Cto-oose 
had dwindled to seven and four of fhpm mov'd 
away to Port Renfrew and Bamfield around that 
time. 

Those who remained behind left Tn 1952 wins 
the Maquinna was retired and an era seemed 
ended. There were still several Indian families 
residual at Clo-oosc and a missionary and 
lineman. 

In 1963 the daughter of ooe of the early 
visitors returned to the area with her hus’>:*®d 
and family. The missionary and lineman retired 
to the cities in due course and It fell to she and 
her husband and son to carry on the post office 
and to maintain the telephone lines and trails in 
the vicinity. 

In 1956 Moore-Whitting! on commenced logging 
on the Nitinat and several of the Indian families 
gravitated to this operation and in 1964 it was 
decided by the Department of Indian Affairs to 
move their people to a reserve at the north end of 
Nitinat at the termination point of tiie road io 
L ake Cowichan and Port Aiberni. 

At the moment there are only four families 
left at the Indian settlement of Whyac situated at 
the Nitinat Bgr and an aged couple and their 
daughter on tlw Clo-oo«c R'*s'”-ve. 

These people expected to be re-situ.ated at ihe 
new site in the near future. The remaining white 
family referred to will have moved to Vic.oria by 
the end of August. Their two pleasant honv*s in 
the wilderness will stand vacant in thgir natural 
setting, reminders of the venturesome* spirit of 
the pioneers. 

Quickly the lush, rank growth of the humid 
coastal belt will join across tlx* old walks, just as 
it has closed over the old life-saving trail which 
formerly ran along the shoreline between Port 
Renfrew and Pachenu Point. 

Perhaps in this tragic manner one of British 
Columbia's finest recreational areas will tie 
preserved for posterity. Its exciting history of 
shipwrecks, Indian wars, pioneer struggles and 
meteoric |x*riod as a rescrl may yet know tire 
memorial in book form it deserves. 
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A chill February wind ruffled the Victoria Harbor of 1860, rattled the rising 
of the brig Athelstan as she lay at anchor, and rocked the 20 ton cutter Templar 
which a few hours earlier had been lowered from the deck of the larger ship.

The Templar 8 owner, 25- 
year-old Lieut. C. E. Barrett-Len- 
nard of the Fifth Dragoon Guards 
and his companion Captain Nap¬ 
oleon Fitz-Stubbs of the North 
Gloucestershire Regiment , both 
on leave from their English regi¬ 
ments , busied themselves putting 
the yacht in order. Leonard's 
purebred bull dog rested at his 
master's feet. > 


Three months earlier the Templar had 
been shipped from the Royal Thames 
Club to Victoria. The young men planned 
to sail her around Vancouver Island, in 
what was then almost unknown waters. 
No other yachts had circumnavigated the 
Island, and charts were vague outlines, 
marking only the most obvious rocks and 
dangers of the treacherous coast. Bearded 
sailors and traders who did sail along 
Vancouver Island shores shook their 
heads sadly when they heard what Leo¬ 
nard and Stubbs proposed. "And for 
pleasure, too," they snorted. 


It was September. 1860. before the big cruise 
got under way. First, the Templar had to be 
outfitted. There were chandlers aplenty in 
Victoria, b»« they were more accustomed to 
outfitting coastal traders than yachts. In tijne 
Ix-nnnrd wns satisfied, but the reneging had been 
considerably more co3tly than it Would have boon 
in England. Most items had saiilcd across the 
.Atlantic, aro-md Cape Horn, and up the Pacific 
coast, thereby adding substantially to the cost. 

In order to bolster his shrinking funds and to 
test the cutter in B.C. waters. Ixcmard made a 
brief trading trip to N'ooika Sound. The trip was 
uneventful in itself, hut it sharpened Lennard a 
desire to circumnavigate the Island. 

Early fall was dry artd stnny with light 
winds. What better time to start on ihe voyage? 
In six weeks, before winter set in, they could be 
back in Victoria, thought Lennard 

Taking aboard hrs friend Fitx-Stubbs and four 
other men as crew, Lennard set sail with a fair 
w ind and a smooth sea for the American garrison 
on San Juan Island. The cruise had begun! 

Ncx* day they headed for the Fraser P.iver, 
but the li'rht wind and the strong tide forced them 
to row. Th-y peeled off their jackets to sweat acid 
broil in the hot fall sun. 


Close in, Lennard heaved the lead over. “Ten 
fathoms." he yelled, "Let go the kedge.'’ 

The anchor rattled over the bow and 
disappeared in the murky water off the river 
mouth. Twenty. .10, 40 fathoms of line, but still 
the anchor would not hold. Finally, at 60 fathoms 
the kedge caught. The men relaxed, loafed on 
deck or went ashore. 

They slop! peacefully that night in the cool, 
quiet air of the Gulfc Next morning they were 
anxious to lie off. "Weigh the anchor," ordered 
Lennard. 

The anchor wouldn't budge. They heaved and 
trained but the kedge stayed down. Finally, 
Lennard ordered the cable cut. "Attach a 
handspike to the line to mark the spot,” he said. 

In light winds the Templar made her way 
south to Point Roberts, the narrow prom on la ry 
below the Fraser River, bisected by the 
international boundary. Here they went ashore 
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and saw what looked like the beginnings of an 
extensive town. * Twenty or .10 houses,” Ixnnnrd 
reported later, “but only two or three of them 
occupied.” 

Rain began to fall as the men returned to the 
ship. Shortly after wind stirred the rigging. It was 
an anxious night, but the anchor held. 

Morning brought better weather. Lennard 
hired an Indian to guide the Templar up the 
Maser River so they could hunt ducks off New 
Westminster. 

The hunt was successful enough, and the men 
were contented when they boarded the Templar. 
Fog was forming on the river, asid Lennard was 
alarmed when he saw the strung river current 
roaring under the bow and rushing iwst the boat. 
Before he hung h» ducks he put out a second 
anchor 

Overnight the fog thickened until the Templar 
sat alone on her anchorage, the shores obscured, 
the vicious river curren* at ih~ abhors. 

Impenetrable fog kept them anchored for a day, 


alongside. Lennard was uneasy, they were 
friendly. 

Once free of the rot ks they headed for the 
oi>en waters of the Gulf They kej* going without 
incident to Cape Mudge on the southern tip nf 
Quadra Island. Here a rip-tide heeled the 
Templar first one way and then the other She 
rode up the steep, shon waves and dropped into 
the shallow trough on the opposite side with a Jar. 
that shook her from stem to stern The breeze 
being too light to co|>e with the powerful tide, 
they fell hack about seven miles. 

When the tide slatterned they reached 
anchorage off Quadra Island. The men went 
hunting again, but with no success although they 
saw sign at deer. wx>lf. and bear. 

TV next day at slack water they sliinted 
easily through notorious Seymour Narrows, 
evaded Ripple Rock which lay almost directly In 
their path and proceeded, up Johnstone Strait. 

After a night anchored off an island in front 
of Knox Bay, a wide indentation on the mainland 
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After three months she hod been given 
up for. lost , but she sailed into 
Victoria Harbor. Ttvo years later 
she ictts wrecked at Foul Bay 


afraid to sail and afraid In go ashore in ease they 
couldn't find their way back. 

Leonard woke the next morning to a clear 
sky, the fog drifting away in great wooly chunks. 
In a few hours they were across the Gulf. At 
Nanaimo, they all went deer hunting noi far from 
Ihe houses that clustered around the Hudson's 
Bay fort. 

Rowing back to the Templar after dark they 
saw lights ashore. With a shiver Lennard recalled 
the James Fen it nor e Oooj>er stones of his 
childhood. They tieached the boa*, and crept up to 
the encampment. It was a party of American 
settlers w)x> hud l»een cutting wild grass to tuke 
back to their homesteads in Indian carxies. 


The Templar remained at an cl tor off 
Nanaimo for several days while her crew hunted. 
Lxnnurd was in no hurry: it was still early in 
September. Yet, while they dawdled, there was a 
fortaste of winter; a southeaster blew and rain 
fell. 


The storm over, they were glad enough to 
leave Nanaimo in the wake of the trading 
schooner Langley, The Langley s skipper treated 
the coastline so nonchalantly he; scared them. He 
led them through rock-obstructed passages and 
among reefs until Lennard was sure the Templar 
would be holed. Later, in true stiff up|>er lip 
British style, he described this bit of navigation 
as simply “tickhsh work ” 

At dark they anchored and went below to 
supper and a well-earned rent. Rising early next 
morning Lennard was mortified to find the 
Templar ringed by rocks. 

While the Templar carefully felt her way out 
of the maze, live canoes of Stikme Indians cam* 


shore, they set out for Fort Rupert near (ho 
northern end of Vancouver Island. This time 
I.ennard's choice of tales was unlucky: the 
Templar sped through the strait on an II-knot 
tide. The wind increased to fresh, and with only 
♦lie top .gaff sad set, the sturdy yacht heeled over 
and ziglwtcreed her way north, dodging f!<>t»am. 
Wherever they looked there were obstacle*; 
gigantic tree trunks, hrrjbs. weathered logs and 
branches, all half submerrad in the tide r,|»s. , 

Off an Indian village at the mouth of the 
Nimpkish River about hn’* way up the -tnii', tS^e 
clutched the Templar's keel and drew her 
frighteningly near the rocks. 

"All hands on dot k_2_roared Lennard. Thr 
crew hopped to their.positions, but they were loo 
late: the Templar jibed, a guy bn>ke. and sums 
of her running gear went over the side. 

Grimly, the men persevered until the 
Templar draw away from the shore. Even the 
usually calm Lennard had thought it was the end 
of the trip. 

Relieved, they sailed un the strait nf a safer 
distance from the shore. About 6 dint evening 
they hove-to off Fort Rupert. It had Iteen a hectic 
90 miles in 11 hours. 


Ashore, Lennard was pleasantly surprised by 
the fine gardens of the Hudson's Bay fort. “The 
best since England," he Hid. Certain advantages 
to the life of Willie Mitchell, the chief factor 
Intrigued him. “No taxes," he said. 

Mitchell greeted the strangers exuberantly. 
Visitors other than Indians with furs to trade 
were rare occurrences, and Willie liked company. 
Inviting the men Into his 12-noom house, he 
poured the rum and talked for hours. He told 
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I^fimrd he should be away from the Island's 
West cuaot by the first week of November. 
"Winter sets in then.” said WilHe, "and it blow* 
■ou-evst gale and aoo-eatt gale.” 

Shaken by the trader’s tales and the wind 
tha* moaned all night in the rigging Lennard was 
determined to make time. The next day. Oct. 17, 
he anchored at Shushartle Bay. a sheltered bight 
near the northern dp, and conveniently close to 

•pew sea. 

From the deck, the jnug Englishman 
■nxitMisly acxnned the clear, star-sprinkled sky. 
lie* wind was calm. The nnot rushed past the 
boat coursing against her hull. A salmon jumped 
hitting the water with a loud splat that echoed 
again*! the silent forest. Reassured, Lennard 
I M I S bc+pw. 

At the licit signs af daylight they upped 
a swhnr and headed aruuad Cape Scott. "Sea Otter 
Cove tonight, boys,'' said Lranard- 

By now foj had k s m ad la ba csuttoui. They 
manoeuvred the Templar well att dm into deep 
water. Unfamiliar with the watt coast, their 
ladiaa guide (ailed M notice Sea Otter Cove or 
foe tiny katrts that stacker Ha rocky mouth. They 
sailed past the cove to foe wide opening of 
Qu am no Sound. I.rnnard manned the aea for 
alffm °t tile. 

Sighting aa Indian canoe he bora down on it 
The aaumittwd occupants tied, padrflhw hi fast as 
foetr muamdar anna wars capable. Ik Templar 
caught up wish them and foe pOo* touched as to 
fork whereabouts ”00 Qintttan Skmnd." was the 
reply They were 2M aifoa farther to the 
aoulhweat tlaaa they bad tadeadsd to travel that 
day 

They spent foe Bight behind a small, 
n u to hab ired island. proba b ly Kalna Island, where 
a lighthouse nnar marks the eoftranre 10 the 
sound. The heavy ocean awed wns barely broken 
and it took two anchors to bold the Templar an 
her e n bor a ge 

After an tauten I re -table night Lennard 
Braided to explore this arm of foe aea. “Up with 
the anchors.” he ordered. 

Onr anchor came up with little effort, faul the 
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heavily and monotancualy on the bay and ran off 
the Templar to steady st r eams. Hourly, canoes 
arrived to drift around the yacht while Indians, 
oblivious k> for dren c tang rain, obs e ssed the ship. 

TMa was what WlJhe Mrtche* at Fort Rupert 
had warned them about. It was real west coast 
weather; a tuH pitch gale that (Bed to a fresh 
breeae aad rose again to a screaming gale. 

After It days con fi ne d to the cramped, damp 
quartan of the Tbmpiar the men were dtognaled 
"Let’s p» to Wat Rupert fay the Indian trail,” 
Lennard p ropo s ed . 

There was a wed de fined trail over foe Island 
from Quatstoo Inlet to ffarl Rupert- As the men 
prepared to leave to the early dawn the sky 
lightened, foe wind quit, and foe rain nearly 
stopped. 

"Let’s ft*!" Leonard y e Be d exuberantly With 
an Indian pitot aboard foe canoes towed them la 
oiiea aea. The nwdatem and M e ru it had given out. 
but Leonard offered tobneoo. 

Outside the anchorage the r e warn not enough 
wind to dll foe Salta, but foe aea was turbulent. 
The Templar rafted caobnuouaty. Unensfiy they 
watched when a dark tine of wind approached. It 
wus tipped with foamy wtatreaps. The Templar 
heeled before the onslaught of the squall. "Sea 
hiftfa. progre ss difficult." Leonard wrote in foe 
log aa be braced hi> feet to remain upright in foe 
pitching cabin. 

It was dark by 5 o’dock to foe afternoon. 
Somewhere off Lawn Point they heard the 
oniinbau ranr of surf on a reef to the lee. Their 
Indian guide was confident enough. "No worry," 


anchor a ge. Onoe they thought the wind had 
dropped s u fficien t l y for them to leave ftjt in the 
bay a stiff southeaster caused them to turn and 
run tor quieter waters. 

Half around the flh sheet let go and the 
Templar nearly capsized. "The, danger passed 
qutekty." Lennard said taler. But the effect on 
foe crew was not quickly lost. They unlaced their 
boats and kept the m unlaced until they reached 
anc h o rage . 

As they ran b e for e foe wtad a man stood by 
rack sheet, ready to let go at any second. Rain 
and braafctag aaaa dr e n che d them. They battened 
down foe hatches and pr a y ed . 

“There isn’t enough baftast.” said the 
s ki pper.’* H — when we roach anchorage we re 
going to gather rocks for her hold." 

Nearer shore the wind blew from all quartern 
and foe aea ran jn a cro s s slop that beat against 
foe racks aad washed back. Squalls struck the 
Templar repea t e d ly and putted her scant Inches 
from foe rocky entrance to foe anchorage. 

Chanttag r hy th mi cally, paddling steadily, out 
of the murk came a canoeful of Indians The 
canoe dre w alongside. The chanting stopped. -The 
chief stood up to scold foe whitrmrn in his best 
ftaglish tar d i sreg ar ding his advice "We knmv 
weather better than white men. We say slay You 
go. We think yen dead Mke big fool. You want 


enol hreesr. the men strugg led. Not hi ng happened 
until (he rising tide and the persistent swell rttled 
the anchor free. 


on foe way an old shipwreck. At foe Indian 
village fory traded gunpowder and patad far great 
and rock cod. They atoo replioMtod tketr water 
supply 

"An arikde rndversafty ahtataable of goad 
quality as) in abundance on the shores of 
Vanrouver Id and." arid Lennard of the water. He 
didn’t mention fott a rainfall of up to 150 Inches 
annually was quits pnaattdr and fins was the 
rainy season when 25 Inches of precipitation a 
month was not unusual. 

Offering molames and btocuft. Leeward hired 
Indians to pitot him to Koskremo vflage an foe 
other side af the inlet. At first, they beat against 
the wmd. but haM way across, foe wind died. 
Imnard bargained with foe Iudtoos ontfl two of 
the larger canoes agreed to tow the Templar 
With much shouting and monotonous chanttag the 
Indians began. Growing tired they threadroed to 
quit l Jiwerd cnuitered with refusals to pay their 
biscuit and molasses wages. The faafiaiw took up 
their edifies again, aniy to repeat the same 
perFormance a few yards farther aa. Agmta 
Leonard refused payment for work not done. 

The Indian pitot and Mb wife remained 
aboard during the crossing. She spoke Engirt*, or 
at least ttie thought she did. “Good you give,” 
•hr said, utilizing her total vocabulary. 

The Templar safely anchored, foe crew went 
ashore to vbat the Indian sub-chief. He was 
moving, end Lennard says font Ms 5ft tact-long. 20 
foot-wide house wma tans cluttered wftfa boars 
than Indian houses usually were. Some of the 
chief’s heiongings had already been esemed up 
river 

The friendly chieftain fnvked Leonard and Ms 
men to dinner. In honor of Mb guests the boat 
chained to a blue man-of-war shirt, but no pants. 
The meal was dried salmon boiled to a wooden 
bowl by dropping heated stones in the water To 
the while men the meal lacked aak. but was 
otherw i se quite palatable. The Indians had vatt 
stores of dried salmon, salmon roe, and rock fish 
laid in againsl the winter months. 

The ev<fung ended with the white men s 
display of a breech loading The Indians were 
suilaliiy awed, and Lennard was pleased, for 
although he accepted their hospitably be 
dtatniated form. 

Hie Templar’s crew bought a faw skins from 
tJv- Indians, and the nex* morning tried to hire 
natives to tow them out, but foe winfoer ch anged 
far the worse A gale came op and a heavy swell 
Indicated a stormy sea outside. The rain splattted 


Lennard gladly a ccep t ed. The Templar's sails 
came (town to record time and two tow lines were 
handed foe Indians Gratefully foe skipi>er 
rewarded the Indiana from his last supplies. 

Three more foeary days followed. A rapidly 
diminishing tarda- p rovided oatmeal porridge for 
breakfast. Dinner was Indian dried salmon. A keg 
of salt meat was left untouched in case die 
Templar ahoutd be blown out to aea. 

Ob the third day with the sails dry and with 
nearly two Iona of rock ballast In the hold they 
put to aea. As the sua rose they passed wind- 
battered Cape Cook. Cautious of the rocky coast, 
they stood well out to aea. missing Kyuquot 
Stand. 

Heavy aeaa made life miserable aboard the 
Templar; particularly aa foe second day when rtv 
wind quit, and foe confused swells bailed against 
the coast Lennard had never seen foe equal of 
these swells: he couldn't believe that they wore 
the natural action of the ocean. “They mutt lie 
caused by foe fre sh et s from foe rivers of Nootka 
Sound." he explained patiently to his crew “Any 
way foe moon c ha nges tomorrow. Perhaps our 
luck wiH change, too." 

A westerly wind came with foe new day. and 
the Templar sailed far Nootka Sound. 20 miles 
inshore. Off Maqukma Point, at the entrance to 
the Sotmd when darkness fell, Lennard was torn 
between two choices. If he continued in foe dork 
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Straining Ms eyes to for darkness Lnmarft 
saw a faint, white line. The surf boomed louder. 
Staring, he saw rocks so ctoae hr wondered why 
tlie Templar hattal struck. 'Take soundings." hr 
yelled. “Quickly " 

The Irad wait down, up again. ‘Ten 
fathoms. “ 

“Sound again.” 

"Seven fathoms.” 

"Again.” 

“Six fathoms.” 

Thr Templar slithered through denar Pacific 
kelp Lennard shivered in foe chill air. 

Surf and kelp beds behind. Lennard ordered 
the Templar hove-to until daybreak. 

Next morning dawned clear and cold. The 
Indian pilot and the Fort Rupert guide paddled 
away in foe dugout canoe. The Templar headed 
for the armi-aheltered Bay of Koakeemo above 
Cape Cook. The crew breakfasted on ship's 
biscuit and- cold water; fresh food and coat were 
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Ashore they gathered wood tor fuel before 
they hiked up foe Ktastarmo River There they 
saw aa Indian shooting sea birds with a bow and 
arrow. When they returned to the Templar a 
fresh southeaster was rising and the aea waa 
making. 

Ten days of heavy winds and constant rain 
Imprisoned the Templar and her crew at 
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IT jam mjoy ro.npfltnmU for aervtag “&*• 
■amHktai dlCfereirt” yarn will Appreciate our 
first In* rrrlpM.

Hekrfse 
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One of Vancouver Island's oldest landmarks, tlie mammoth dock at Union Bay, 
is coming down. 

Symbolic of the once-flourishing coal industry, the historic wharf and buildings 
of Canadian Collieries Limited are being demolished to clear up tlie area. The site 
has been deserted since 1%1. 

Thus it was, one grim March morning, we headed north to survey the property 
before the wreckers’ hammers and crowbars spelled finis to one of the busiest 
chapters in British Columbia history . . . 


This excursion began with 
little promise of enjoyment. The 
night before-after we hod com¬ 
mitted ourselves with packed 
Imoche j amd camera gear, of 
course — the radio announced 
heavy mom am the Island High¬ 
way; the Malahat was restricted 
to vehicles 'with winter tires. 

Fortunately, there is the Mill Bay 
ferry. Even thb alternative, h owever, 
seemed doomed. Snow flurries attacked 
all the way to the Brentwood slip. As we 
waited for the first sailing, the sun did 
appear, timidly at first, but finally broke 
through the black clouds. The dark waters 
of Saanich Inlet sparkled; beyond, the 
snow-clad mountains above Bambertoo 
glowed silver. We hare seen the Malahat 
and neighboring hills many times. But 
never in such memorable ^llmdor. 

Finally we dtionbarM at Mil Bay. Herr the 
road follow* the shore for tome distaooe and 
there wa* a* aim aares. Bat it wan a different 

story whan wa nadal the highway again—a 
raging hdlzzard. LueMy, from Duncan an, instead 
at deteriorating aa wa hint , the weather 
■•eared to nwaiy and warm. 

Roughly 140 mile, away from Victoria, at the 
Denman Island terry slip, the h ighw a y offer, a 
dear view of the old Union Bay coat p roperly 1 
wa* quiet that early of a Sunday morning. and we 
had the place to o ut wines —ahroat. For the 
wrecking crews were at wnvft twi then. Nails 
gramed, reluctant boards screamed. . . . 

Driving wider the trestle, we parked la a 
wide clearing Hardly a blade of grass shows in 
the ground here, for the Ifttie “ghost town" ittna 
Id be built on chips of ooaL And a great deal of 
the hlaetr gold has passed t hro u gh this terminal ia 
rouchly a century. 

The famous wharf ia undoubtedly the largest 
we have ever teen. Front the bay it runs lor an 
amazing distance toward, then parallel to, the 
highway Due to Its function aa both dock and 
railway trestle. ■ mast be one of the longest to 
be found. Boxcar, could be shiaited right out to 
the yawning bunkers and holds of ocean-going 
ship* in days gone by. Although the enormous 
structure was totaet. its rails had been removed 
for acrap v Smly much of fes wood will be 
salvaged aha Thaasah of beams, thick aa a 
man s waist, appear to be well p res e r v ed and 
proirnbly will see future use. 

Climbing a rickety stairway to the tresBe. we 
wet* treated to an inspiring sight. The Jade 
waters of Union Bay were perfectly still -away 
off to port, a tug foetid by Denman Island’s 
non hem beak with her tow of log booms to 
starboard, an eno im on s ce m en t truck stormed 
along the highway. Even it <ttd not wake die 
sleepy village; a atone, s er v i ce station and homes 
resting on (he highway’s shoulder. 

But the scene stealer was Iff. Joan, to the 
s um I wor s t, whose snowy cape was fluorescent in 
the moring sun. She alone would have made the 
expedition well worth while. . , . 

Mont prominent feature of the dock was a 
rotting water to w er , dating back to the romantic 
days of steam railroading Since ft had seen Iks 
last service k*ig before Union Bay retired, it was

In considerably poorer condition than the trestle. 
Only our expedition's youngest and lightest - 
member dared its crumbling ladder for a better 
view. 

To landward, the wharf trrsde follows the 
highway lor hundreds of feet, eventualy merging 
with an embankment, thr. rotting ties, shorn of 
their rails, trail off Into the trees, where they 
carve from sight. They cross the highway some 
distance away, arching toward the old mines at 
Cumberland 

Where the trestle begins nre the remains of 
s e ve rs l structures which appear to have been 
torn daw some time ago. Only broken concrete 
foundations and weathered scraps of limber are 
left. Her*, too, although the trestle is quite high, 
young trees have poked their heads through Its 
beams, indicating how long ft has been aban¬ 
doned 

Back at the dock end this gets confusing- -we 
were tempted to drop a hook into the obsidian 
depths broken only by the rippling wake of a tone 
seagull ... As a g eologist reads the earth's 
history by stratas of rock, so can one rend Union 
Bay’s history here. Some of the bank has washed 
away, revealing several layers of rock, rust and 
wood. These indicate the old coal terminal has 
seen generations of change. As piers, buildings 
and machinery became obsolete, their bones were 
used in the foundations of their successors. Other 
pilings are mute testimony to Union Bay's past 
glory. For these rotting slivers of wood sticking 
no forlornly from the seabed had known ships of 
every nationality, when steamers from aM aver 
the world loaded Vancouver Island coal . . . 

Union Bay will never became a resort. Its 
beaches consist of millions of small boulders, not 
to mention the countless scrape of rusted, un¬ 
identifiable Junk. One relic, however, was not 
beyond recognition. This was a broken gangplank. 
Its wheels were sunk In the beach, barnacles 
studded Its wooden frame. How old is it? What 
ffhpe has it gr eete d over the years? 

In a turn Wed-down shed nearby, we (bund 
another memento of the long-ago days when 


Union Bay was of some note. It was a rusting, 
bullef-ecarred sign which read; 

'CANADA-IMMIGRATION WARNING 
“Every person seeking entry to Canada la 
req u i re d by law to report to aa Immigratm 
Inspector for examination and any person (not 
being a Canadian citiaeni found in Canada, whs 
ha* not entered by examination b liable to FINE 
or IMPRISONMENT and DEPORTATION. ’ 

The a bore took some translation due to the 
many small calibre bullet holes which have 
chipped away the notice’s heavy enamel ftohh. 
We wondered about the sign's age whea we rend 
Its signature: T. Magladery. Deputy Mbbtrr of 
Immigration and Colonization. 

We made; another interesting find in this ffwd. 
Incidentally. ; despite its sagging condition, ttsa 
shack could not have been too old as ito duroid 
roof still lotffed quite new . . . Blackened with 
age, thk curio immediately aroused our interest. 
It to copper and suggests the cbimnry of a 
lantern. 

But wfc^t really piqued our Interest mu a 
■mall stamp near Its top; a smaD arrow For this 
h the famous "broad arrow" used tor centuries 
to denote property of the Royal Navy 

How this homely relic — whatever It to — 
came to be in the runs of Union Bay is anyone * 
guess. 

We invested 15 minutes to the clearing wh e re 
we had parked, inspecting a dilapidated steam 
shovel. The ungainly monster’s registration plate 
dated her at 1923 And she looked every bit of 4J 
years. Her wood cabin, originally grey. w« 
hidden under decades of oil and grime. Her door 
tagged drunkerly, charred by fire. Yet her 
machinery seemed intact and was gene r ously 
coated with grease. According to our heavy 
equipment o per a t o r and exia-ditton chauffeur. 
Ifere Frankham. she probably would rua after a 
little work . . . Her large scoop was empty except 
for the pathetic remans of a crane, the viotim of 
aome trigger-happy moron. Soft kink awl beer 
bottles littered the nrrrnunding area 

Lunch was served on the beach, k wag 
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^KOttgruou* to aft on a sonny shore beside a 
arackiing firr. ahiri-.slecves rolled up, and snow- 
draped Ml. Joan roaring majestically in the 
distance And the poor little tug we had noticed so 
much earlier seemed to be struggling in the same 
potion . . . Alter soup, sandwiches, tea and 
dessert we were almost reluctant to extinguish 
•ur fire and resume exploration. 

While wo had dined, amidst an ear-splitting 
chorus as the wreckers iwllod down a wall, we 
noticed several cars farther along the beach. We 
then saw their owners were gathering bark and 
driftwood. One gentleman made several, such 
trips while we werr there and was abli collecting 
when we left. 

Certainly the moat historic of Union Bay's 
ruins are its coke ovens. These are two enormous 
brick structures. each containing double rows of 
SO ovens, probably dating back Ip Union's earliest 
days for they are overgrown with Irees — one of 
which must be at least 70 feet tall. 

Assuming their fires were stoked around the 
clock, and even if one man could supervise 
several at a time, the 200 furnaces must have 
employed a large crew. Built of thousands of 
bricks—today these are highly prized as a rustic 
touch to new homes — ihey clearly indicate that 
Union Bay has been Important in its day. 

The actual kilns are shaped like beehives, 
ad to a hole In the roof for a chimney. Several 
have crumbled since being abandoned decades 
ago, but moat seem to be in excellent shape. Hie 
main fuel of smelters, coke is manufactured by 
heating coal to remove the natural gases, which 
allows coke to burn "with much heat and little 
anoke ” 

A spur of the railway once ran between the 
two rows of ovena. It. teo. is a thing of tho pas*. 
Ms former bed sprouting trees and brambles. 

Here and there in the wild-undergrowth and 
rabble, piece* of red pipe poke thmugh the tangle 
Bke periscopes. These are the oldfire hydrants. 
Scrap cot lectors have stri|>ped them of their brass 
attachments We had seen earlier evidence of 
these thrifty souls; a length of fire hose had been 
hacked apart In get Its braa* couplings. 

Behind the kilns are the company buildings, 
although they must be down by the time of this 
writing TTve wreckers, wtto apparently did not 
pause tor lunch, were working on the largest, a 
giant bam-like atruoture. They had already 
removed part of Its roof and one wall, and were 
engaged in yanking down another section of wall 
by hooking it to their dumptmek. There were 
severs 1 other buildings the demolition arew had 
not yet touched, including a powerhouse, stores 
shed, offices. All showed their neglect but 
appeared to be quite s'urdy. Their windows had 
been smashed by v;mdals. Strangely, the 
powerhouse was still operating; a weathered sign 
Warned- "Danger. Keep Out." 

- Aside from much rubble. the buildings were 
empty. Except the office, whiefl ssill boasted a 
large, expensive set of scales ui a litile booth, 
Broken glass was everywhere. 

By now a light breeze had crept up. and it 
provided us with the most intriguing half-hour of 
our visit. The playful wind scooped up paper 
•craps which we had noticed everywhere, 
whriking them to and fro until a spiked 
hawthome branch or bramble vine would pluck 
them one by one from ins grasp. Idly chasing 
tome of these airltome vagrants, wc made an 
interesting discovery. 

For the»<e bits of paper, charred by fire, 
warped and stained by rain, were company 
records. Some dated as far back as 1911. There 
was everything from office memos, receipts and 
letters to beautifully engraved — although ruined 
by exposure — stock certificates, some complete 
with seals. 

Apparently the wreckers had burned most, 
exoept those which had been spirited away by the 
wind. One wonders if the ‘fire claimed any 
documents of historical imjiort.inco. Surely there 
was aomething of significance among 50 years or 
more records of the Island's largest coal 
aompany . . . 

Canadian Collieries iDunsmuirl Limited, 
owned or was associated with a number of other 
firm* as there were several names on the bills 
and letters: Wellington Collieries Ltd., Western 
Fuel Cor[x>ration. McLeod River Hard Coal 
Company Also represented wen* the Comox 
number four and number eight mines, Wellington 
number 10. and Wellington White Rapids Mine. 

It seems they had laltor prohlems in the 
"good old days” too. One letter, dated March 25, 
1P16, announced a hike in the price of coal due to 
a pay increase of 50 cents per day. 

Union Bay was a big operation way back 
when. According to the figures on a 1930 stock 
aertificHte, Canadian Collieries had J4.900.000 in 
preferred shares, $1,127,000 in ordinary. The 
latest record was dated Feb. 7, 196.1. 

Before departing, we drove over Union Bay'* 


€ 
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little “desert.” Behind the buildings are acres of 
coal chips in rolling dunes. Not so much as a 
single weed grows in this black wasteland. Even 
Under a cloudy sky. tlve heat was intense. . . . 

It has been many years since coal ushered in 
the 20th century, since Union Bay was a world- 
known port And now, finally, she is following one 
of the province's greatest industries into the oast. 

Recently it was reported the Comox Coal 
Mining Company s T'Sable River Mine, south of 
Courtenay, was dying. The Island's last major 
coal pit, T Sable River woi kings and its 50 


employees had lost a life-giving contract If and 
when the mine does close, piobehly in the ix-.ir 
future, only ghosts w;ll remember the hectic days 
when Cumberland and Union Bay ^were .»n 
integral part of B C. s pros[)erity. 

As we passed under the old trestle to begin 
the long drive home, a powersaw- raucously 
coughed to life. Some new ly-ai-rived fiiwood 
collectors had started on the dock.

The history of Esquimalt goes 
bock more than 150 yean. Cap¬ 
tain Cook may have anchored 
here between the yean 1772- 
1776, and Captain Vancouver 
beticeen 1790-1795. Old records 
state that in 1790 , Sub-Lieuten- 
pnt Quimper , of the Sparti*h 
Navy, anchored in Esquimalt 
Harbor aboard the confiscated 
British sloop Princess Royal and 
named the waterway after the 46 
Viceroy of Mexico — Puerto de 
Cordovtd. The harbor first sate 
a British man-of-war in 1848 , 
when the sailing frigate Con¬ 
stance, Captain G. W. C. Courte¬ 
nay, anchored here on July 25 
of that year. 


Tli* origin of the first naval establishment 
of any kind on Vancouver Island was due to die 
Crimean War, 1856. Fallowing the attack on 
Petmpaulovukl, the fleet come here with 
wounded. Governor Douglas . for their accommo¬ 
dation. ordered three buikkngs to be erected an

names which have gone down In the annals of tasr 
race. 

Th» foundation at St Paul's was due mainly 
to the enterprise of Paymaster Si.'n-y J Spark. 
RN, of HM Shipyard, Kaqukmalt who in 1865 look 
the initial step towards the establishment of a 
church in Esquimau. His efforts tieing successful, 
a small church was built on a level spot an the 
south side af the main road at the base of Signal 
Hill This site waa given in May, 1*66. by Donald 
Fraser, a member of the leg Mb live council of 
Vancouver Island. 


On Aug 30, 1866. the foundation stone of the 
new church was laid by Mrs Denman, wile of the 
admiral. Joseph Denman, commandw-ln-chief of 

station, both the admiral and his wife being 
moat keenly interested in the und v-taking In the 
harbor were HMS Sutlej and Scout.* the oinboat 
Forward and the USS Saginaw, all gaily decked. 

The procession was headid by the i**nd of tlw 
Sutlej, followed by the gu ird of honor, school 
children, architects, builders, choreh- wardens 
officers of the dhips In harbor the Speaker and 
members of the House of Assembly; Qiief Justice 
Needham and members at the legislative council; 
Rear-Admiral Joseph Denman and staff; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Kennedy and staff: rlwgy of tha 
diocese; the Bishop of Columbia (the Right-Rev. 
George Hill! and Chaplain. Archdeacon Gilson 
(rector of St. John’s. Victoria), Dean Cridge, the 
R*-v A C. Garrett (the first rector of St Paul S 
and later Bishop of Texas), the Rev. F DooJan. 
ttv* Rev. R. Carsdone (chaplain of the Sutlej> iho 
Captains Price. SuMivan and Coodr of the Royal 
Navy, and Captain Franklin of the Saginaw 
Among the ladies present were Mrs Kennedy and 
daughter. Mrs. Dmman. Mrs Hills. Mrs 
Needham and daughter. Mrs Spa rices and 
daughter At the close. HMS Sutlej and Scout 
joined in firing a salute bi honor of the occasion. 

Under the xiperviston of the architect, Mr. 
Thomas Trounce, the building was completed wkh 
accommodation to Include seating for 100 officers

A very small white building used a* a *jnday 
School, standing opposite the old graving dock at 
Esquimalt was the lineal pareca of Si Paul's. 
Erected in the year 1858. as a school house, it 
was also used for Divine Service of the Church of 
England, under the ministry of the Rev. R. 
Durtdas. 


As those seven years were In the earliest 
days of the naval hospital and dockyard, it can 
be safely taken for granted that the bulk of the 
small congregation of this little laiilding were 
members of the navy. 


That connection has Been maintained without 
Interruption far the SO years officers and naval 
ratings from men-of-war in the harbor have 
marched to the parish church to worship, white 
many mural tablets testify to other occasions 
when service* have been held in memory of those 
who sailed out from the sheltered waters never to 
return. 


Its bells have rung in two kings and chimed 
or tolled through three long wars A succession of 
renowned admirals have sat in the reserved pew 
under the pulpit, and the parish registers bear

The first Admiralty grant made was the sum 
of V-00 sterling in 1866. toward the initial cowl of 
building. on condition that men belonging to 1IM 
Naval Yard and Navy, twiv* certain sittings 
allotted to them. 

In December. 1873. the Admiralty promised to 
pay the Rector it St Paul's an annual sum oI 


■ In the year 1876. the ebureh was murh 
damaged »>y * heavy gale, and the Admiralty 
allocated $50 toward* the repairs which, 
apparentIv, were delay d until 18TI, when ti» 
church was completely revered at a total coat 
ot $4,000. 

In August. 1878. nm organ having been liought 
hi England for the use of the church, the 
Admiralty arranged lo transport tt tree to 
Esctulmalt. 

In November. 1898. the Admiralty increased 
fcs annual payment to the rector from 150 to 175, 
Specifying that attendances at the naval (irlson 
and hospital would be included. 

From the first, the church became the centre 
of « busy and gay community. The first wedding 
recorded in the register was that between G S. 
Neale and Annie Doty, In March. 1867 The first 
baptism was that at Victor Charles WRliam 
Palmer. The second wedding was that between 
Charles E. Footey and Elizabeth Fisher. 

In 1903. that is three years before the 
Omadian government took over the defences, the 
then rector (the Rev. C. Knar Sharp) entered 
into the prolonged and lively controversy with the 
deputy minister of militia and defence <Od L. F. 
Plnault) concerning the risk of damage to the 
church caused by gun practice from Signal Hill. 
In Jime, I9W, the site of the church was 
expropriated, the government paying $5,700. The 
botlding was dismantled forthwith, almost bodily 
removed, and reconstructed will alterations, on 
property known iu The Hermitage, toe residence 
of George Gillespie, a little more than half a mil* 
from the original tile, 

,t. N. Woodgate, C.E., of the navy yard. 
Supervised the work of reconstruction, the 
expense of which whs met by the amount paid for 
expropriation. A further expense involved in 
refitting the chancel was met by subscriptions 
amounting lo $1,200, raised by the rector. 

Traditional association of this church and the 
Navy was carried on under the new auspices; 
moreover, in 1911, during Cni R. L. Wadmore'a 
command of the military district, this “Church of 
the Bluejackets" became also the garrison church 
for men quartered at Work Point Military 
Baracks, who hitherto had regularly paraded to 
St. Saviour's. Victoria Weal. 

During the Great War. service* were held 
constantly in barracks, on board ship, and in the 
church, for naval and military personnel 
quartered here, In time years the whole pariah 
was caught up In the war activities belonging to a 
naval port and garrison town. The record of 
services held in the church Mwwn 1914 and 1918 
records the names of w^-U-known ships and 
battalions and of men who at one time or another 
during time yean under the exigencies of war 
•ought the ministry of the church In this place. 

On one day, for instance, to cite only one, 
namely, Aug. 23, 1914. it is recorded that rf §;45 
• m. a Valedictory Celebration of the Holy 
Cbrnmunicm was offered tor men of the 88th 
FunOk-rs, Lt-Col. John A. Hall commanding, and 
Of tile 5th Regiment. RCCA, on the eve of 
depature for Valeartiec Camp. At this service, 91 
mm made their communion. The celebrant was 
to* rector, assisted by Cmpt. toe Rev. William 
Barton. An hour later Cmpt. Barton preached 
here at s parade sendee tor officers and rating 
of HMCS Rainbow, and naval volunteers. Three 
day* later, It is recorded, he left tor overseas 
With 78 men of the RCGA. 

The church as It stands today is a very 
Simple edifice externally. Inside, over the altar it 
a triple window depleting thp Childhood of Christ, 
a gift of Archdeacon Wright in memory of his 
daughter Alice, 1879. This is flanked by window# 
hearing the names of Frederick Seymtwr, 
Govatisar and Commander-In-Chief, who died ou 
hoard the Sparrowhawk in 1869. and of Horace 
Douglas Lascelles, Commander. RN seventh son 
of Henry, third Earl of Harewood, died June 15, 
1869. Commander Laxcrllei was uncle to Princess 
Mary's husband, and (hereby constitutes a link 
between the parish and the Royal Family. 

The windows in the nave are associated with 
one of ti»e oldest and most honored families in the 
history of ttie parish and province. Installed In 
memory at William and Harriet Alice Fisher and 
their tvw sons, they furnish an additional 
reminder of the king association of the Fodey 
family with the parish. Mrs. E. Pooley. the 
daughter of the aforesaid, arrived in Eaquimnlt 


with her parents in 1863, was present at the 
consecration of the church, and as stated, was 
married there in 1869. 

Almost the first abject ooe notices on 
entering the church is a lifebuoy. Washed ashore 
near Uchielet Inlet in December, 1901, this buoy 
ak»e remains to commemorate one of the 
saddest tragedies of the sea. On the night of Dee. 
3, 1901, accompanied by the good wishes of 
friends, HMS Condor put to sea in a heavy storm. 
From that day nothing more has been heard of 
the ship, except the mute testimony of this 
htobuoy. The brass underneath was erected by 
the officers and men of the Pacific Squadron. 

The mural tablets in the church are 
reminiscent almost entirely of fatalities at sea. 

Since the preservation of new Colors by Her 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth n, the former King 
George VI Color of the Royal Canadian Navy and 
the former King’s Color and Regimental Colors of 
the First Battalion Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry, have been ceremoniously laid up 
in this church where they now hang wish honor. 

Furthering this military tradition of laying 
away the Soverign's Color and the Regimental 
Colon in a church tor safekeeping, the moat 
recent additions were occasioned when Canada 
flew her new Maple Leaf Flag which replaced the 
former red, white, and Mue ensigns, formerly 
flown over establishments or ship. In 1965, a 
white ensign and a blue ensign from the Royal 
Canadian Navy was presented to St. Paul's for 
safekeeping by the then Flag Officer Pacific 
Cbaat, Rear-Admiral M. G. Stiriing, accompanied 


by a naval escort. This traditional ceremony wa» 
re-enacted a short time later when Major Km 
Webber, Commandant, Work Point Barracks niao 
accompanied by an escort from the present 
resident regiment. The Queen’s Own Regiment of 
Canada, presented the last red ensign to fly over 
Work Point Barracks to the rector to be laid 
away as well. 

Today this church has mootly a civilian 
MWgrpgation but the maritime commander Mill 
occupies the front left pew and on his right is the 
pew far the officer commanding Military District 
No. 11, which reflect* the army represent a lion 
before and during the Second World War, when 
the Old Naval and Garrison Church cared for the 
spiritual needs of countless numbers of service 
men and women. 

Padre, the Rev. J. A. Roberts, is the 22nd 
rector of this church since it was built in 1866 nnd 
he has served his parish since 1952, which is a 
record for service by the priest of this church to 
date. 

On Saturday, Aug. 27, there will be a festive 
garden party to be held on the grounds of the 
residence of the Rector's Warden, Commodore R, 
M. Tattles, in HMC Dockyard. 

On Sunday, Aug. 28, there will be special 
services to mark the 100th anniversary of the 
laying of the cornerstone of the church. 

To both the garden parly and the Sundry 
service, special invitations will be extended to 
church and civic dignitaries to join with prerent 
and former parishioner to join in the celebra¬ 
tions.

The Captive Wife, by Hannah 
Gavron, is a sociological survey of 
modern middle-class and working- 
class wives in England.

• During teen years, pop 
singers and 'teen interest in clothes 
centre Interest outside the home,

• The welfare state has re¬ 
placed Mum as the oracle during 
pregnancy and at the birth of the 
first child. 

These survey* always make 
Interesting reading (I suppose we re 
ait voyeurs at heart!), but I'd rather 
read results of a survey among 
people in this part of the world.

Better Business English Is a 

brave and amusing effort by an 
author who is better known as an 
historian (Thrust and Counter¬ 
thrust.) 

A* a grammarian and lay- 
psycho log iit H. George Classen 
certainly knows his stuff, and, 
ho«v«! knows, there's a need for 
better knowledge of English among 
business executives. But the book 
doesn't quite come off. 

Written in the style of Parkinson'* 
Law, Mr. Classen * book lacks the 
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depth of that pleasing work. Busk 
ness Ekigliah in not a thrilling 
subject and to get it over a certain 
amount of humor is pardonable But 
this book carrie* it a little too far. 

In trying to be gay, alma* 
flippant, Mr. Classen succeed* only 
in being ponderous, laboring tha 
same points over and over again. 
Also, the cartoons illustrating tha 
teat lack Impact. 

Mr. Classen's efforts are emi¬ 
nently praiseworthy but I dtxibt 
their efficacy.

Lnsanl hastened to get under way. lad the 
wind came only in fitful puffs. After a long and 
weary beat they got clone enough to send two 
men out in a small boot. "Flormtia of Callao,** 
Leonard read. Hailing them he le ar ned that they 
were bound for Victoria wkh a cargo of lumber. 
They had eapaued at sea and rolled right side up 
again while the crew clung to the wreck.

AU night the Templar was buffeted bark .md 
forth between open sea and the sound Day 
damned foggy and dreary with no change in the 
uinda.

Uhen they sounded they found 17 to IS fathoms rf 
mater beneath the keel. “Too dangegrous here," 
'"'id Leonard. "Let go toe anchor.” 

Aa the wind dropped the swell became more 
confused. "It'll be Christmas at aea lor us yet.’* 
11 m- crew grumbled. 

At 3 p m. toe next day a westerly wind blew 
toe fog away. The crew's deep gloom changed 
to elation. At last they were under way! 

Three hours and U miles farther on they 
passed long, low Estevan Point Since it was toe 
dai-k to enter Hesquiat harbor in the lee of tlie 
point they hove to in toe doubtful shelter of the 
point itself. 

The weather held. Soon they were at 
Clayoquot. near the existing settlement of Tofino. 
Although goose hunting on the mud flats would 
have been lop sport, they didn't dally. 

Midnight Dec. E saw them off Bonflla Ptiint 
near the entrance to Juan de Fuca Strait. The *ea 
was a naaty chop. Resting briefly at Port San 
Juan, the only anchorage In toe strait, tliey 
txught mussels Emm the Indians. Lrnnnrd 
remarked that It was the first time natives had 
asked for money since they left Nanaimo 

For two days the Templar battled adverse 
currents and nasty seas in the strait. Food was 
low now Meals consisted tnairdy of dried salmon 
and hardtack washed down with coffee made 
from grounds boated four times. 

Finally, on Dec. 12, I860, they passed Rare 
Rocks In Victoria a tew hours later, they *m> 
greeted joyfully. The Templar had been given up 
for lost, and everyone was surprised to sec them 
I afloat. 

Two years after toe epic voyage the TVmplar 
wrecked an a rock at Foul Bay which was 
sulwequenUy named fur her Leonard returned to 
England where he wrote « wandering account of 
hi* II.C. adventures entitled Travels in Bnnrti 
Columbia with the narrative W a Yacht Voyage 
Around Vancouver Island." Fitx-Stubbs joined the 
B.C provincial police, and later became a gold 
commissioner and magistrate at Netenn. 

Leonard Island and Stubbs Island in rite 
Tofino area, and Templar Otannel in Q*)oquot 
Sound remind us today of this fiiat yacbtif* 
voyage around Vancouver Island.

The Sir James and Lady Louglas Chapter was 
largely instrumental in having the federal 
government present Clover Point, where Douglas 
landed, to the city as a public park. Victoria's 
birthday was always marked by this chapter. 

C. P. Hill, well-known Victoria resident at the 
time, wrote to the chapter In 1932: "I thank you 
tor your loving expression of sympathy, in the 
loss of my dear wife, and I am touched at the 
sweet words spoken by Mra. McMicking, yosw 
regent.
